| BLOOD DONOR CLINIC 
| HERE IN NOVEMBER 


The news that the Canadian Red 
Cross Society plans to collect an 
extra 150,000 bottles of blood to be 
processed into gamma_ globulin 
should ease parents’ minds across 
Canada and particularly in Al- 
berta where two serious poliomyel- 
itis epidemics have occurred during 
the past two years. at 

While the responsibility of Re 
Cross is limited to the collection of 
the blood, it is the basic responsi- 
bility; for about one pint of blood 
is required for an average dose of 
gamma globulin. While research 
would indicate that gamma globu- 
lin is not a definite preventative 
for polio, it is believed to be effec- 
tve in the prevention or lessening 
the severity of paralysis in polio. | 
One dose protects a child only for | 
a period of five to six weeks follow- 
ing injection. 

After the blood is collected by the 
Red Cross Blood Transfusion Serv- 
ice, with which you are familiar, it 
is turned over to the processing lab- 
oratories for fractionization. And 
once the gamma globulin is ob- 
tained, it will be distributed by the 
feleral and provincial health de- 
partments on the alvice of an ad- 
visory committee. Rel Cross itself 
has no responsibility beyond the 
collection of blood. 

To meet this new demand for 
blood, clinics will have to collect 
at least 25 per cent more blood than 
previously, for the first responsi- 
bility is to the hospitals which 
must be supplied with blood and 
plasma. 

In announcing this new Red Cross 
program the Hon. Paul Martin, 
minister of national health and 
welfare, said: “The success of the 
entire program depends on the 
support of thousands of individual 
Canadians . . voluntary blood 
donors who alone can provide the 
needed weapons to fight polio... 
the gamma globulin in their blood.” 

You are called upon to fight polio 
when the Blood Transfusion Serv- 
ice holds its clinic from 1:30 to 3:30 
p.m. on Thursday, December 10th, 


in the Redeemer Lutheran Church. |
